“I have a keen remembrance of the 
earl of Ay lesford, who bought a ranch 
near Big Springs. Tex., abotu 1884 or 
1885. I was living at Big Springs and 
saw the earl and his companions al­ 
most daily . 
His family 
name was 
Finch, and with him were his two bro­ 
thers, Clem and Dan Finch, a rollick­ 
ing blade known as Lord Harry Gor­ 
don and 
an Episcopal 
clergy man 
known as Bishop Bernard. 
“Locally , the earl was called ‘Judge,* 
which he did not resent. 
He was re­ 
ported to have an income of £ 55,000 a 
y ear, and his expenditures indicated, 
that his means were large. He bought 
a frame hotel at Big Springs, which ne 
used exclusively for himself and party 
when they were not at his ranch. He 
once was owner of a Big Springs sa­ 
loon for one night. He paid $6,000 for 
the establishment and presented It next 
morning to the man from whom he 
bought it. 
I never saw any members 
of his party pay for any thing. They 
play ed pool and billiards frequently la 
a local resort, smoking the best cigars 
and taking their drinks regularly . A< 
the close ot their games 
the tickets 
were cashed by the ear!. 
The earl and his friends were grea: 
sportsmen. 
In the field 
they 
often 
used 20-caliber guns for birds, shooting 
pinfire slitlia imported from England. 
The earl had hunted in all

of great value. 
His ranch house w’aa 
filled with them.

In a winter hunting trip, and during 
the exíM\liílon saw a surprising illus­ 
tration of the bath loving Eiglishnian. 
The weather was cold and I had arisen 
early , chilled to the marrow, and wa.s 
shivering near the cook’s fire, when 
Gordon crawled from his sleeping beg 
to dress. About 50 feet distant was a 
pool of water covered with a thin coat­ 
ing of ice. 
‘Bless me soul.’ shouted 
Gordon, ‘what a jolly chawnce for

In the switchmen’s sl» ,,..« -y-Tfr”the 
railroad yards the other night they 
wereAalk ing of railroad accidents and 
what caused them. 
paper the other day 
that the railroads were blaming the 
accidents 
upon 
incompetent 
em- 
lloyes,” said an old switchman who 
had work ed, in his time, at all k inds 
of rail read work . “Let me tell you 
the reason of so many accidents. The 
law used to r^ u ire the railroads to 
have six men to tak e care of ever>’ six 
miles of track . Now three section 
men care for nine miles. That gives 
the men too much to do and they can’t 
k eep the road in rd^Si* and watch it 
as they ought to. The law ought to 
force every railroad to have a watch­ 
man on every bridge, night and day, 
and when it was rainy and bad the 
section men ought to go over the track 
three times a day.” 
‘^That’s ail right,*’ said the foreman 
of the crew'. “it’s a good thing and 
ivottld prevent most of the accidents, 
because the great majority of them 
come from a defect in the track or in 
a bridge. But I would mak e the rail* 
roads, in addition to that, have a track 
walk er who would go over the bad 
places In the track after a train pass* 
ed. Many accidents are caused by a 
tiain loosening a bolt or crack ing a 
rail or weak ening the track some way, 
and the next train that comes along 
gees in the ditch.” 
‘*Boys, let me tell you,” said the en­ 
gineer, who was sitting upon a bench 
flUlng his pipe. “The railroad com­ 
panies can never prevent accidents 
until they give their employes time 
to ^eep and rest You’ve all seen an 
engineer who’s been on his engine 
from twenty-four to forty-eight hours 
he sent out on a run i^;aln with only 
four or five hours’ sleep. A man in 
that condition can’t ^k eep awak e. 
Then, again, an engine ought always 
to he inspected after it comes In oil a 
run. Yet 
it Isn’t 
done. And they 
mak e one car insi^ ior do four men’s 
work . Lots of the cars are on the 
that ou ^ t to be in the shops.” 
A switdiman, who was formerly a 
ductor of a freight train, said: “To 
save money the roads send out sixty 
to seventy loaded cars with a big 
m < ^l engine instead of forty cars.

One of the largest natural wonders 
of South America Is the swinging rock 
of Tandil (la pledra hov edlza). The 
stone lies about half an hour’s walk 
from the city of Tandil, prov ince of 
Buraos Ayres, Argentine Republic, 
upon the hl*^hest sAnmlt of 
a little 
rocky ridge. When seen from the ra­ 
v ine it has the form of a giant pyra­ 
mid, while from another v iew it re­ 
sembles an enormous cone. 
It is 21 
feet long and 28 feet high 
and 
its 
weight is judged to be 12.500 hiindred- 
weigftt, or 625 tons. 
From tbe distance the stone pre­ 
sents a peculiar aspect. It Is so light­ 
ly poised on the rocky slope that it 
seems as If one were watching a stone 
roll down a small base. But when this 
swinging rock is approached one is as­ 
tonished by a new wonder. The stone 
can be set in motion by merely pushing 
it with the hand. Very often the trav ­ 
eler is spared ev en 
the 
trouble of 
pushing the stone, as the wind will 
cause it to swing. 
Early in the nineteenth century the 
Argentine Republic was ruled by the 
Dictator Rosa with unparalleled cruel­ 
ty for about 25 years. To show his su­ 
preme power the tyrant ordered that 
the stone bo encircled with ropes and 
many horses to. be harnessed to these 
ropes, but the stone could 
not be 
mov ed one inch from its resting place.

A suit to quiet the title and deter­ 
mine the ownership of 308 acres of 
land with an estimated value of 
82,500,000, lying In the southwestern 
part of St. Louis, was filed in the cir­ 
cuit court yesterday by H. M. Fem- 
mer, attorney for the heirs of Pink ney 
Sublette, a wealthy pioneer resident of 
St. Louis. H iere are more than 300 
defendants to the suit, among them 
many well-k nown corporations in St. 
Ijonis, the Pattison avenue Baptist 
church, the German Evangelical Beth­ 
lehem church, the board of education 
of the city of St. Louis, and the Right 
Reverend John J. Glennon, archbishop 
of the diocese of St. Louis. 
The holdings of the Anheuser-Busch 
Brewing association. Hydraulic Press 
Brick company, Meyer Real Estate & 
Investment company, St. Louis Smelt­ 
ing & Refining company. Evens 
& 
Howard Fire Brick company, Sand­ 
ers Press Bifck company, the Ameri­ 
can Brewing company, the Scanlon 
Realty & Investment company and 
other corporations are affected by /the 
suit, they being made defendants in 
the action. 
The heirs and grantees who appear 
as plaintiffs are Robert S. Peniston. 
John H. Dalby. Thena Ewart, N. B. 
Wilburn, M. Bras and Lucy Harris, 
who claim title in the land through 
Pink ney Sublette, a brother of Solo­ 
mon Sublette, who died about 1858. 
The defendants base title in the dis­ 
puted land through the descendants 
of Mrs. Hereford Sublette, wife of 
So lo mo n Sublette. 
The suit is the outcome of legal 
compiicatlons 
arising 
through 
the 
death of Solomon Sublette. His for­ 
tune, of which the present Involved 
land was a part, was left to his fam­ 
ily, consisting of the widow, Mrs. 


er's side, who was the brother, Pink ­ 
ney Sublette. 
Solomon Sublette had four broth­ 
ers, William, Andrew, Milton and 
Pink ney, with whom he had been en­ 
gaged in the fur business in the west 
in the ’forties and early ’fifties. Alone 
about 18.')5 he sold out '.I's interests 
in the west and i.ame to St Louii. 
All the brothers, with the ex ception 
of Pink ney, died before Solomon Snl> 
lette. Pink ney was the only surviv­ 
ing member of the family, and the 
property went to him. He never put 
in any claim, however, and died in 
the west In 1865. 
The direct heirs of Mrs. Frances 
Herefofd Sublette took possession of 
the property and through them it has 
passed to the various corporations, in- 
stituUons and individuals who have 
been made defendants in this suit. 
A suit was filed in the circuit court 
of St. Louis in 189 7 by the heirs of 
Pink ney Sublette, the action b e l^ an 
ejectment proceeding against Cnrls- 
tian Schlude, who owned a lot In the 
boundaries of the Sublette land. This 
suit developed the legal situation on 
which this present suit was brought. 
Judge "Wood, before whom the suit 
was heard, decided against the plain­ 
tiffs, as they failed to prove that Pink 
ney Sublette was the brother of Solo­ 
mon Sublette and was alive after the 
death of Miss Fannie Sublette, who 
was the common source of title. 
Additional evidence, it is asserted, 
has been secured since the decision, 
land Mr. Femmer said he has wit­ 
nesses by whom he will prove that the 
present plaintiffs are the real owners 
of the disputed land.
